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Two New Stamps 
November 8th 


4e AND 5c PRIME MINISTERS 
COMMEMORATIVE ISSUES 


On Tuesday, the 8th November, two 
newly-designed postage stamp issues 
will be available for purchase by the 
public in Post Offices throughout 
Canada. The two stamps will be ad- 
ditions to the series commenced sev- 
era] years ago issued to commemorate 
fcrmer Prime Ministers of Canada. A 
ác stamp in purple will portray Rt. 
Hon. Richard Bedford Bennett, Prime 
Minister of Canada from the "7th 
August, 1930, to the 23rd October, 
1935. A 5c blue stamp will portray 
the Hon. Sir Charles Tupper, Prime 
Minister of Canada from the 1st May, 
1896, to the 8th July, 1896. 

These two postage stamps are being 
issued to commemorate the  contri- 
bution made by these outstanding 
men to the development of Canada. 
The stamps will be small size and will 
be distributed in panes of 100 stamps 
each. 

Principal Canadian post offices will 
have the new stamps for sale on the 


Sth November. Orders for these 
stamps in selected mint condition 
may now be sent to the  Philatelic 


Section,Financial Branch, Post Office 
Department, Ottawa 4, Ontario. The 
orders will be filled and returned at 
the earliest possible date after 8th 
November. Orders for new issue 
stamps only will be given preference 
over mixed orders for both the new 
issue stamps and other issues. These 
postage stamps are of the Commem- 
orative type and will not be re-ord- 
ered when the original supply is ex- 
hausted, and will not be overprinted 
with the letter “G” to indicate their 


use by Federal Government Depart- 


ments. 

First Day Covers 

" All patrons who desire to have first 
day covers prepaid with the new issue 
nostage stamps, serviced by the Post 
Office Department and specially can- 
celled on the day of issue, the 8th 
November, are required te forward 
self-addressed covers to the  Post-

All covers must contain “fillers” 
and must be sealed or have the flap 


turned in. To avoid errors the patron 
should mark on the cover, upper right 
hand corner, the quantities of stamps 
to be affixed to each cover. Do not 
fold covers when forwarding them 
threugh the mails. Enclose all covers 
in an outside cover marked “First 
Day of Issue”. All covers will be re- 
turned by ordinary mail unless it is 
specifically requested that they be 
returned by registered mail. Covers 
will not be returned in bulk under 
outside cover. Orders for first day 
cover service MUST NOT include or- 
ders for mint or unused stamps. Re- 
marks or inquiries not related direct- 
lv to the order for first day covers 
should be written on a separate piece 
of paper. 


In addition to the cost of postage 
required to be affixed to the covers 
at ordinary, air mail, or registered 
mail rates, collectors must include in 
their remittance sufficient money to 
pay the Department's cover service 
fee amounting to 5c for each cover 
forwarded for service. Please note 
that the present rate on first class 
mail for delivery in North and South 
America, the British Commonwealth, 
France and Spain is 5c. The first 
class mail rate for Ottawa local deliv- 
ery is 4c and for countries not ment- 
ioned above is 6c. Avoid covers being 
spoiled by postage due markkings by 
prepaying sufficient postage. 


The necessary space should be al- 
lowed on first day covers if blocks of 
stamps are ordered. The Postmaster, 
Ottawa, cannot guarantee to supply 
plate corner blocks of four stamps 
which will be distributed as equittably 
as the supply permits. The Philatelic

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Section will not handle first day cov- 
ers. 
Remittances 

Remittances for first day covers 
are to be made payable to the “Re- 


ceiver General of Canada”, and sent 
to the Postmaster, Ottawa 2, Ont. 

Remittances for mint stamps are 
to be made payable to the “Receiver 
General of Canada” and sent directly 
to the Post Office Department, Phila- 
telic Section, Financial Branch, Ot- 
tawa 4, Ontario. 

Remittances should be made by 
means of Postal Money Order or 
bank draft in Canadian funds. Pat- 
rons from countries other than Can- 
ada or the United States should for- 
ward remittances by means of an In- 
ternational Money Order. Postal notes 
cannot be accepted. If cash is sent, it 
should be in a registered package. At 
this time, United States funds are 
subject to a discount when convert- 
ed into Canadian funds. Postage 
stamps are not accepted as a remit- 
tance. 


Plate Numbers 


The new stamps wil be printed 
from two plates for each issue, Nos. 
1 and 2. Plate number blocks will be 
supplied only from the Philatelic See- 
tion of the Department with orders 
for these stamps in mint condition 
and where they are specifically ord- 
ered. 100 stamps, full panes, must be 
ordered for each plate number block 
of either denomination. 


General 


During the past summer, on the 7th 
July, H.M. Queen Elizabeth II, 1954 
design portrait stamp was issued in a 
bilingual book of 6 x 4c 
stamps. This book sells for 25e each. 

The same issue of stamps in panes 
of 100 stamps has been issued printed 
from plates numbered below. No 
stamps are available printed from 
the plate number positions noted in 
brackets. 


1c—Plates 1 to 3 inclusive (Plate 2 
lower left not available). 

2c—Plates 1 to 3 inclusive. 

3c—Plates 1 and 2. 

4c—Plates 1 to 6 inclusive (Plates 
1 and 2 not available). 

5c—Plates 1 to 7 inclusive (Plates 
1 and 2 not available). 

6c—Plate 1 and 2.

CANADA NOTES 





There has just come to hand a very 


well gotten-up catalogue of the 
Booklet Panes of Canada. It goes 


very fully into all the minute varie- 
ties of printing of the printed leaves 
in these booklets. This is of course 
of great interest to collectors of the 
entire booklet. Such variations of 
staple size, both caliber and length 
are also noted. I have been under the 
impression that the “stitching” var- 
ied in length tco, but I do not see 
this matter mentioned. 

One feature I enjoyed studying 
was the number issued of each kind 
of booklet and mentally making a 
ealeulation of the relative scarcity 
and present prices. Of the Queen 
Vietoria booklet only 1.202,000 were 
issued while the King Endward had 
about 10 times that number. Yet 
the current price per pane is much 
more for the Edward. This does not 
strike me as realistic. 

The 3e brown booklet of Geo. V 
had 1.600,000 issued in English, yet 
try to find one today. Then we come 
to the booklet with the 1c, 2e, and 3c 
red with only 75,000 issued and the 
price cf that is much lower than the 
similar booklet with the 3c brown 
nane in it and of that there were 
issued 600,000. These things don’t 
tally up right to my mind. 

Coming on down to the 1930 issue 
nf the le. 2c, and 3e booklet, we find 
302,000 English issued and with the 
1932 Medallion issue of a similar 
beoklet we find only 125,000 issued 
vet we find dealer lists show the 
1930 panes at much higher prices 
than the 1932. It seems the prices 
should be reversed. I could go on 
with many more booklets and panes 
showing up similar discrepancies in 
pricing in dealer lists. 

The author of this very fine cata- 
logue is C. P. Arnold, of 49 Christie 
"t. Troy. N.Y. There is no price 
marked for this catalogue, yet no 
collector of these interesting book- 
lets can afford to be without it. I 
suggest you contact the author about 
the price.—L. Seale Holmes, M.D.

Six copies 
are known with both the numerals 
and the red color ommitted. No 
copies are known WITH figures of 
value and the red color ommitted. 
That is exactly what my forgery 1s 
supposed to be. It is fairly well 
done, but the design lacks the detail 
of the original. the light lines of 
which have either disappeared en- 
tirely, or become faint dotted lines. 
Pd be interested in hearing of 
others having similar items.

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The Stamps of New Brunswick 


BY M. W. CRYDERMAN 


(Continued From Last Issue) 


Cancellations used on New Bruns- 


wick stamps are many and varied. 
St. John used a large unframed circle 
of the words ST. JOHN-NEW 
BRUNSWICK with the date in the 
centre in two lines, two types, and 
another similar with the words ST. 
JOHN-N.B. An old  pre-adhesive 
hand stamp ST. JOHN, N.B.-PAID 
forming an unframed circle, three 
types, was sometimes used to cancel 
stamps. Another St. John cancella- 
tion was a small cirele with the 
words ST. JOHN, N.B. and the date. 
A large circle with the words PROV- 
INCE - BRUNSWICK around the 
words OF-NEW, in two lines, has 
been reported on the 6d both in black 
and in red. Smaller offices and way 
offices also had unframed circular 
cancels with the date in manuscript, 
such as W O BAKER'S CREEK- 
N.B. and W O NORTON-N.B. Old 
handstamps were frequently pressed 
into service when the cancellations 
were applied. Among the former 
service markings used to cancel New 
Brunswick stamps we find SHIP 
LETTER, STEAMBOAT, PAID ALL 
in red, PAID in black, red and blue, 
WAY-LETTER in a small cirele, the 
numeral 5 above the word CENTS, 
in black and in red, the numeral 6, 
a large fancy 4, a mark resembling 
two ovals crossed, and several corks. 


Several grids were used including 
a small circle with seven bars, an oval 
composed of eleven horizontal lines, 
five of which were broken to provide 
an open space for an inscription or 
numeral, another cval with fourteen 
lines at right angles to the longer 
axis, the central four broken some- 
times to provide an open space, an 
unframed circle with horizontal lines, 
six broken to provide space for a 
circle and numeral, and a large un- 
framed circle of eleven heavy hori- 
zontal bars, five broken to provide 
space for a circle containing a num- 
eral. But the commonest killer is an 
oval grid, in horizon-position, con- 
sisting of fourteen vertical lines, 
four broken to provide space for a 
numeral, so centred to the right that 
there was only one line left at the 


right hand side. These grids, measur- 
ing 27mm.xl8mm., were furnished to 
the various New Brunswick post of- 
fices in 1854 and each office had a 
different number. The identification 
of these numerals with the post of- 
fices they represent is not complete. 
The extreme scarcity of New Bruns- 
wick covers makes it unlikely that 
this will ever be done with absolute 
accuracy. The following list is prob- 
ably reasonably accurate: 

1. St. John, 2. Andover, 3. Baie 
Verte, 4. Bathurst, 5. Bend of the 
Pedieodiae (Moncton), 6. Campbell- 
town, 7. Campobello, 8. Chatham, 9. 
Grand Falls, 10. Dalhousie, 11. Dor- 
chester, 12. Edmundston, 13. Freder- 
icton, 14. Gagetown, 15. Hampton 
Ferry, 16. Harvey, 17. Hillsborough, 
18. Kingston, 19. Memramceook, 20. 
Milltown, 21. Neweastle, 22. Oromoc- 
to, 23, Richibucto, 24. Sackville, 25. 
Salisbury, 26. Shediac, 27. St. An- 
drew’s, 28. St. George, 29. St. Mar- 
tins, 30. St. Stephen, 31. Sussex, 32. 
Upham Vale, 33. Upper Mills, 34. 
Woodstock. 

The numeral 38 has been reported 
but not identified. The numerals 35, 
36, and 37 would then exist. They 
were probably assigned to offices 
established after 1854. Possibilities 
are Indian Island or Sheffied es- 
tablished in 1856, Buctouche or Carle- 
ton established in 1858, Hampton, 
later Ossekeag, established in 1859, 
or Canterbury, Mouth of the Nerepis, 
or Springfield established in 1860. 
Another possibility is Grand Manan 
which was set up in 1853 but is not 
included in the above list. In the 
above list all numbers have been pos- 
itively identified except numbers 2, 
D, 0, 4, 18, 21, 22, 25, 27, 81, 82 and 
33. From the obvious alphabetical 
order into which the known numbers 
fall, except St. John and Grand Falls, 
it has been conjectured that the un- 
identified numbers represent the 
post offices assigned them in the 
above list. W. O. White's Cove, Ed- 
wardstown, Ottawa, Wicklow, Col- 
brook and Upper Peel, which appear 
in former lists, are not in the official 
list of post offices for the years 
1855 and 1860. W. O. White’s Cove, 
and possibly the others, were way of- 
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fices, that is small offices subordin- 
ate to a regular post office, using 
their own identifying stamps to rec- 
ord receipt and despatch of letters, 
but not to cancel the stamps. They 
could not have been issued numeral 
killers or the list would have been 
far greater than it is. 

Varieties and oddities have been re- 
ported from time to time. These in- 
clude the 3d watermarked with a 
double lined 3, the same stamp water- 
marked with a double lined H, the 
bogus 1%e¢ on half of a 3d previously 
mentioned, the le stamps with double 
perforation between a horizontal 
pair, the le imperforate vertically, 
the 2¢ orange imperforate horizon- 
tally and the 10c part perforate. 
None of these have been confirmed 
by the writer. 

Proofs exist of both the pence and 
cents issue. Plate proofs of all three 
values of the pence issues are known 
in black, on thin card. Both die and 
plate proofs are reported for the 
cents values, but the plate proofs 
only are common. The Ic plate proof 
is found in brown violet, orange and 
red lilac, and brown violet with 
SPECIMEN in red; the 5c in blue 
green, yellow green, orange, black, 
and yellow green with SPECIMEN 
overprinted in red, the 10c in orange, 
vermilion, and vermilion with SPECI- 
MAN in red, green or black, the 1215c 
in blue, both imperforate and per- 
forated, the 17e in orange, black, and 
black with SPECIMAN in red, the 2c 
in orange, red, green and black, and 
the Connell in orange, brown, and 
brown with the red overprint SPECI- 
MAN. All these are on india or india 
sunk on card.

Canadian First-Day Cover collect- 
ors will be sorry to learn of the re- 
tirement of Mr. Herbert Earle, de- 
signer and producer of steel engraved 
Canadian First-Day Covers for the 
past number of years.

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RAMBLING GOSSIP

Gibbons of London cele- 
centenary year in 1956 
with an exhibition. One hundred 
years in business for any firm is 
deserving of congratulations. This 
well known old philatelic house has 
been cf great assistance to collectors 
all over the world, it will be the hope 
of many that they will long remain 
in business. Gibbons part 1 of the 
British Empire has come to hand and 
gives us many changes in listings. 
Before you read these lines the 2 
Reign catalog will have reached us 
here, this being later to the Part 1 
edition may include further changes 
in some cf the last George 6th issues. 

The long awaited issues of the high 
denominations of Great Britain are 
now on the way, two of them at least, 
10/- and 20/- values. Reports are 
that the 2/6 and 5/ stamps will fol- 
low shortly having been issued on 
September 23rd. 


*Wyndhem" of Stamp Collecting 
fame gives another boost to one of 
our stamps by featuring the dollar 
Ferry and informs us that it is not 
in great abundance in the British 
Isles. Gibbons prices it at 20/- mint 
and 3/- used, it may be a good item 
for some of us to hold on to. 

I read in the overseas press some 
comment about Newfoundland #192 
the Princess Elizabeth stamp for 
which there has been a big run. In 
my quest for selected used copies I 
have found them particularly scarce 
with the mint none too plentiful. The 
new Gibbons price of 20/ each for 
these stamps does not appear to me 
as being any too high in so far as the 
supply goes. 

It makes good reading to know 
that the grand old Parisian firm of 
Theodore Champion will carry on un- 
der the capable direction of Mr. Piere 
Yvert and the two Vargas brothers 
who for many years were closely as- 
sociated with Mr. Champion who 
started the well known business in 
1902. A fine write up of the firms 
history by Mr. H. L. Lindquist was 
lately given us in “Stamps.”

ern Ireland, the 5/- in red with Caer- 
narvon Castle in Wales, the 10/- 
Edinburgh Castle, Scotland, and the 
20/- in black of Windsor Castle, Eng- 
land. It seems a pity that no names 
of these subjects appear on any of 
the stamps, for awhile and until col- 
lectors become familiar with them 
there may be some confusion as to 
which is which. The inset of Queen 
Elizabeth is from one of Dorothy 
Wilding portraits of Her Majesty. 
The subjects from photographic il- 
lustrations look smart enough but to 
my mind appear to be a little cramp- 
ed. There's no doubt however that 
these issues will be immensely pop- 
ular, they are of the type which the 
majority of collectors have been 
waiting fer, and should give further 
impetus to the popularity of the 
issues of Great Britain. 

After a particularly hot summer 
we are now back to stamp hobby days 
and evenings, so we should be able to 
"go to it" again with lots of pep. 

By the way where is “Scotia”? 
several of us want him in column or 
page again.

CANADA JOTTINGS 
By Will Eye

50c and $1 Overprinted Officials 

The scarcest regular stamps in 
terms of quantities printed and issued 
in Canada since the dollar values of 
the 1897 Jubilee are found in these 
top value cfficials of the past few 
years. The basis for the rapidly in- 
creasing prices can readily be seen 
when the quantity available is com- 
pared with the demand from collect- 
ors for these items.

In all cases except for #011 there 
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are far more mint available on the 
market than used and the quantities 
above fcr possible plate blocks take 
this into consideration and the fig- 
ures are for mint plate blocks only 
as it is unlikely there were many in 
used condition. It should also be 
noted that at least 10% mint and 
20% used are probably destroyed or 
in a condition unacceptable to a col- 
leetor. Used vs Mint— While in all 
cases except O11 there are more mint 
available than used, it should be noted 
that the demand for mint is almost 
double that for used (this includes 
collecting of blocks of 4 and p'ste 
blocks mint). Thus in all eases ex- 
cept 027 the used price will probably 
remain somewhat lower than the 
mint. Since the mint were avail- 
able only through the Philatelic Sec- 
tion at Ottawa they can be generally 
expected in very fine condition with 
selected centering. The condition of 
the used will vary widely as most 
were used on parcels and can be ex- 
pected in poor to fine condition. There 
were of course many dealers who had 
large quantities cancelled to order 
and these will be in very fine condi- 
tion. 
Missing Period Variety 

The missing period after the ‘s’ of 
OHMS occurs once in every 200 
stamps on the first printing and is 
found in the L.L. plate block. On O9 
there was only one printing so this 
error occurs on all L.L. plate blocks 
and there are about 40 blocks avail- 
able to collectors. On O10 this variety 
occured only on the first printing 
but the second printing was only 
slightly larger than the first (5,000) 
so it leaves about 52 L.L. blocks with 
the error and 58 with the period in- 
cluded. It should be noted that these 
L.L. plate positions are probably not 
as scarce as the other three positions 
because collectors were specially 
keeping their eyes out for the L.L.’s. 
The prices on the plates are sky- 
rocketing and already O9 plates are 
quotes at over $100. Real nice mat- 
erial to have. 


SCOTT'S 1956 VOL. II 


A reccrd number of price changes 
and additions—39,139 by actual count 
—have been made in Volume II of 
Scott’s 1956 Standard Postage Stamp 
Catalogue, which is published this 
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month by Scott Publications, Inc., 461 
Eighth Ave., New York 1. The ad- 
vent of this 1,285-page book, covering 
the issues cf Europe, Asia and Africa, 
marks the 89th year of publication for 
this world-famous catalogue. 


The avalanche of price changes and 
a considerable number of listing re- 
visions are due to the assiduous work 
of Eugene N. Costales, the internat- 
icnally known philatelist and expert 
who joined the Scott editorial staff 
early this year. Mr. Costales’ name 
appears on the title page as co-editor 
with Gordon R. Harmer, president of 
Scott Publications, who has been ed- 
iter-in-chief of the Scott catalogues 
since 1947. 


The count of new prices reveals 
that Germany has received 1,110; 
Portugal, 995; Spain proper, 941; 


Spanish Morocco, Guinea, West Af- 
rica and Western Sahara, 875; Japan, 
526; Afghanistan, 295; China, 254; 
Andorra, 126; Austria, 602. 


Not All Prices Go Up 


Many of the older classic issues 
show the usual steady increase in 
price, but not all price changes are up 
this year. In the Soviet period of 
Russia many reductions will be noted. 
In Germany, minor varieties of the 
inflation issues have been drastically 
reduced. There are also, of course, 
some notable increases in Germany. 

French Offices in China, Nos. J7-32 
have been priced unused for the first 
time—a total of $2,855 for the 26 
stamps. 

In Saudi Aarabia, No. 21 has in- 
creased from $25 to $150 unused. 

In Syria, souvenir sheets C145a and 
C147a went from $3.50 to $40 and 
ee H fofrmerly unpriced, is now at 

0. 

One hundred and eight new major- 
number listings have been added to 
Latvia and Lithuania. 

In Spain, the patriotic and local 
issues cf the civil war are now num- 
bered and priced. 

Major number listings have been 
deleted in eight countries. 

Vol. II of Seott's Standard  Catal- 
ogue is priced at $5. Vol I which cov- 
ers U.S., British Empire and the Am- 
eriean Nations, will be published in 
October (price $4). The combined 
Edition, which consists of both vol- 
umes bound together, will be out in 
Ncvember (price $8).

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What Governs Price ? 


By L. Seale Holmes, M.D. 


Did it ever oceur to you just what 
governs the price of a stamp? There 
are several factors that enter into 
this controversial subject. A very 
prime one is supply. Yet this alone 
is not encugh. Demand or popular- 
ity has a tremendous influence. This 
factor is also dependant on the 
whims of collectors. Over-printed 
stamps are never very popular ex- 
cept to those serious collectors who 
want tc complete their collection. At- 
tractive bi-colored stamps such as 
our recent Boy Scout stamp are al- 
ways in great demand. 

Perhaps the most popular stamp 
Canada has is the Map stamp of 1898. 
The Boy Scout and the Map stamps 
have a very strong eye appeal. AI- 
most every order dealers will receive 
will have both of these stamps among’ 
those ordered by the average col- 
lector. 


Now to return to the factor of sup- 
ply. Really this means the number 
issued by the P .O. dept. Take for 
example the Commemoratives of 
1947-8-9 beginning with the Bell 
which had cnlv 25,050,000 issued and 
along with this are the Citizen and 
Halifax with like numbers issued. 
These will call for somewhat higher 
prices than the others which had 
double the number issued. This also 
explains why the 5c Capex is climb- 
ing up to its rightful value which it 
has not reached yet in comparison to 
the other values of the same set. They 
are all equally popular but the supply 
is low in relaticn to the other values. 

Now to consider stamps that were 
not issued to the public. There have 
been many brick-brats thrown at 
some Canadian stamps but those who 
have thrown them are very inconsis- 
tent in their arguments. Lets go 
back to the King Edward 2c imperf. 
which the P.O. printed and never 
scld over the counters of the P.O.s. 
Yet these have always been accepted 
by collectors. Again when the P.O. 
printed the 1c, 2c, and 3e Geo. V im- 
perfs and never sold them over the 
counter, yet here again they have 
been accepted by collectors and cat- 
aloguers. Human nature is so queer 
so often. 


Why accept all them and when a 
few panes of other issues get out 
what a holler is raised by some who 
call them printer’s waste, throw them 
away and other irresponsible re- 
marks. 

Now lets get back to the question 
of price. The 3 values of Geo. VI 
referred to were printed and issued 
1e—50,000, 2c— 50,000, 3c—100,000. 
Now remember these were not sold 
over the counters for postage so we 
can safely assume all are stil in 
existence. True some were used for 
postage but you can bet your last 
dollar they were not lost but care- 
fully saved by some collector or deal- 
er. So today we have just as many of 
the 1c value as the 2c value and twice 
as many of the 3e value. 

Now lets face the facts and the 
prices should be for the le and Ze 
just double what the 3c value is 
priced at. Then let us go further and 
examine the over-prints of 1926. The 
single line was issued in just half 
the quantity cf the double line. Then 
if we are reasonable and face the 
facts, the price of the single line 
should be double the price of the 
double line over-print. Remember 
too that these were not available to 
the public, so that very few would be 
wasted by being used and we can 


assume they are about all in existence 
teday. Now why are not these prices 


found in dealers lists today in rela- 
tion to these facts? 

To me it looks like some one set 
the prices in error and like sheep 
others follow in line. I could give 
cther examples of careless and im- 
proper pricing but these should be 
enough to make us sit up and do some 
correcting. 

There are many Canadian stamps 
that are away underpriced. Real 
sleepers they are. What ones are 
they? Well that can wait for another 
story on Canadian stamps. I said in 
starting out that supply and demand 
governed the price cf stamps yet I 
have proven I think that that is not 
so in the examples I have quoted.

As a student of Australian stamps 
I was the first to discover and report 
the existence of retouches to im- 
prints of our postage dues. 

What more natural that in my col- 
lection of Canadians I should devote 
some time to Canadian imprints. 
Scott's 249. Gibbons 375 1c War issue 

The Imprint die of the latter plates 
was uniform and  reads— Canadian 
Bank Note Co. Limited, Ottawa No. 

Plate 26 upper left has had the let- 
ters TED of LIMITED recut and now 
appear slightly larger and very un- 
even. 

It is possible this retouch is well 
known to Canadians. The question is 
did this retouch exist from the first, 
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or was it made at sometime during 
the printing? 

Incidently the earlier imprints of 
this issue do not show the word ‘Lim- 
ited’. Unfortunately my collection is 
far from complete, therefore do not 
know when the change was made. 

I would be very pleased to hear 
from an expert in these issues.
